Oak Cliff. Mrs. Parker had telephon- 
ed the sheriff's off fee asking about her 
"little girl." 


Mrs. Mace's father died 19 years ago, 


She has a brother Buster Parker, 25, 
who has been "both father and broth- 
er" to the girls. At present he is in 
Gladewater seeking employment. 


Mrs. Mace was working at a sand- 


witch stand in Gladewater when ar- 
rested.

"They were just a couple of kids," 


she said. "They got into serious trou- 
ble right away and just had to keep 
going. 


"We've tried to reason with her and 


it doesn't seem to do any good." 


Mrs. Mace said her mother last saw 


Bonnie in March. Mrs. Mace nursed 
Bonnie about a year ago when she 
was badly burned in an automobile 
accident near 
Wellington. She last 


saw her sister at Sherman in July. 


Bonnie is a small woman, about four 


feet, 11 inches tall and weighs less 
than 100 pounds and, emphatically, 
she does not smoke cigars, said her 
sister. 


"That is just like a lot of other 


rumors," said Mrs. Mace. "I guess it 
started because of that picture Bon- 
nie posed for." 


The picture was found in a house 


at Joplin, Mo., which Barrow and his 
gang deserted after a gun battle with 
police. 


Mrs. Mace was anxious 
for 
her 


mother to retain a lawyer. Her alibi 
is that on the afternoon of April 1, 
when the two highway officers were 
shot down on a side road near Grape- 
vine she was at her home in Oak 
Cliff taking pictures.

Barrow Meets Same Fate 


He Dealt Out to Dozen 


Innocent Men 


SHREVEPORT, La.-(/P)—Clyde Bar- 


row, Southwestern No. 1 desperado, 
and his gun-woman companion Bon- 
nie Parker, were shot and killed Wed- 
nesday by a squad of Texas officers 
at Black Lake, about 90 miles south of 
Shreveport 
' 
' 


Barrow, wanted for more than a 


dozen slayings, several kidnaplngs and 
numerous;=banJ^t, rqbixgjies, and -the -,. 
Parker woman were slain on a road 
when they fell into a trap laid by of-" 
ficers. 
' 


Frank Hamer, former Texas Rang- 


er; B. M. Gault, highway patrolman; 
and Ted Hinton and Bob Alcorn, Dal- 
las county sheriffs, engineered 
the 
raid. 


_ "We killed Clyde and Bonnie at 9:15 
o'clock this morning," Hamer report- 
ed. 


"They were at Bk=k Lake, a hide- 


out we had been watching for weeks. 


Clyde and Bonnie did not get to 


fire a shot. Their car was full of guns 
and ammunition, but they did not get 
a chance to use them." 


Killed Instantly 


Both the man and woman were 


killed instantly before they could fire 
a shot, and their bodies and the auto- 
mobile were riddled with bullets, end- 
ing an eight-year trail of murder and 
robbery for Barrow and his gang. 


Barrow's automobile was racing at 


a rate of 85 miles an hour when he 
ran into the officers' ambush. 


For many months the two lived a 


precarious life, barely eluding offic- 
ers on dozens of occasions. 


Stolen cars were their mode of 


travel. 


It had been the opinion of officers 


for many months that Barrow could 
not be caught alive, since he had only 
the electric chaii before him if cap- 
tured. 


Two-Gun Bonnie 


Barrow was never the leader of a 


large gang, but usually had two or 
three followers, the most faithful of 
whom was Bonnie Parker, who took 
great pride in her handiness with 
firearms. On frequent occasions she 
stood beside the desperado and fired

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BEHIND THE SCENES;IN

WASHINGTON.—In one of the most 


mysterious bits of patronage shenani- 
gans this capital has ever known— 
marked by turmoil among hundreds 
of federal employes and 
backstage 


Wire-pulling—Senator Hubert D. Ste- 
phens of Mississippi finally "got his 
man." 


The victim was Dr. Willard 
L. 


Thorp, appointed last July as head of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, 
whose 
nomination 
was 


withdrawn by Roosevelt after Steph- 
ens had told him all Democratic com- 
mittee members were opposed. 


Other senators say, however, that 


Thorp's name would have been prom- 
ptly confirmed if it had ever come 
openly before the committee or the 
Senate as a whole. 


But Stephens, as chairman of the 


Senate Committee, is now being given 
the credit for having driven from pub- 
lic life, single handed, this "brain 
trust member" and nationally famous 
economist who had strong 
support 


from both Roosevelt and Secretary 
of Commerce Dan Roper. 


The mystery of Stephens' animosity 


is unexplained. He was aided by a 
whispering campaign widely circulat- 
ed by vindictive former bureau em- 
ployes and by disloyal Thorp subor- 
dinates who sought advancement or a 
chance for more political spoils. 


Thorp had insisted* that applicants 


possess merit as well as political en- 
dorsements. So the wrecking crew, 
which included a former Hoover em- 
ploye, spread word over Capitol Hill 
that Thorp would fire all Democrats 
and appoint only Republicans. 


Postmaster General Jim Farley, de- 


fending Roosevelt's withdrawal, now 
complains privately that Thorp once 
took two weeks to pass on the ap- 
pointment of the son of a New York 
political boss which "should have tak- 
en 20 minutes." Farley may have se- 
cretly encouraged 'Stephens. 


In a secret, personal poll of Demo- 


cratic committee members, Stephens 
was able to tell some that Thorp was 
a poor Democrat, each of several oth- 
ers that he was the single individual 
necessary for a 
unanimous 
front 


against Thorp, and still others that 
Roper was secretly opposed to Thorp 
and that the economist's name must 
be kept off the floor if serious em- 
barrassment to high Democrats were 
to be avoided. 


Roosevelt had no thought of with- 


drawing the nomination until Steph- 
ens came and told him that all Dem- 
ocrats were opposed. 


Months of uncertainty, fear, ineffi- 


ciency, and low morale in the big 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce bu- 
reau, caused by the secret fight against 
Thorp and the likelihood that all jobs 
would be delivered to the spoilsmen, 
aren't ended. 


But Assistant Secretary 
of Com- 


merce John Dickinson, who threat- 
ened to resign if plotting politicians 
were given bureau control, has been 
placed in charge and is trying to get 
a man approaching Thorp's caliber to 
take the job. 


Plotters in the bureau who helped 


Stephens "get" Thorp are believed due 
for the ax. Among them is believed 
to be Assistant Director Russell Am- 
ory, a McAdoo protege and hard-boil- 
ed spoilsman. 


Meanwhile, the records bulge with 


fulsome tributes to Thorp's ability, 
achievements, and desirability—from 
Roosevelt, Roper, Dickinson, and many 
others. 


But Thorp will go back to teaching 


economics at Amhert—no longer an 
amateurish babe in the maze of par- 
tisan politics.

Children Need the Right Foods As 


Well As Sun to Keep Well 


Since we have become sun-worship- 


ers, we might follow Old Sol about 
the earth a bit and see what he does 
for this children here and there. 


Some way or other there is a pop- 


ular idea that a little savage can live 
on ground-meal, or thumb out the soft 
contents of fresh cocoanut. and just 
Because the sun shines benignly on 
lis naked body all day long, he is the 
Sing of all Babydom as far as health 
is concerned. 


But an interesting report from Yale 


School of Medicine, the past winter, 
conducting research tests of groups of 
young children from the tropics, as 
opposed to a like group from one of 
our northern states, refutes this some- 
what and shows that the sun can do 
only so much and no more. 


Undernourished Tropical Babies 
Very little evidence of rickets was 
ound among the tropical babies—the 
verage being less than one per cent 
ompared to about 5 per cent present 
n their nothern neighbors. 
But among the hundreds examined, 
iccording to the report, many were 
so poorly nourished "as to be in a 
class entirely outside of the public 
health experjuupnce of the physicians." 


Children heed food, and the right 


kind, to be healthy and well. 


True, these children from the sun 


belt were not savages, but natives of 
a West Indian Island. Their diet con- 
sisted mostly of rice, beans, and cof- 
fee, "sometimes with a little milk in 
it." But milk, green vegetables, and 
fresh fruit were almost unknown to 
them. 


Calories Necessary 
i 


Does it not speak for itself? Does 


it not answer the question of food? 
We can only call the child on such a I 
diet a starved child. Sun rays contain j 
vitamins but they do not contain cal- 
ories—and a milkless, meatless, green- 
less diet will not supply either the 
lacking vitamins of calories needed. 


As a matter of fact ,the truly sav- 


age child, it seems to me, has the ad- 
vantage, because he forages in a more 
varied larder, the larder of forest, 
field and stream. He gets wild ber- 
ries, fish, cocoanuts and a nice tender 
stew now and then, when daddy's gone 
a hunting. He may lack milk after he 
is weaned, but his mother nurses him 
long because her own diet is richer in 
milk-producing 
elements. 
Besides, 


goats are often kept by savage tribes, 
and goat milk is good. 


Unbalanced Diets 


I know the diet of black bean soup, 


rice and coffee. It seems to be ubi- 
quitous among the natives of poorer 
Spanish America. 


We need not shudder. Almost on 


our doorsteps there are children liv- 
ing on mush and bread and potatoes. 
Compare this to the above and it will 
be seen that there is little difference. 


Not always the poorest fail to seek 


variety. I have seen a mother give a 
child a dime to get a jar of mustard 
to eke out a nondescript lunch, when 
the same dime would have bought 
much needed apples, or a good kettle 
of greens or cabbage. 


When it comes to milk it is the duty 


of every citizen to see that every lit- 
tle child has it—all children, if possi- 
ble, and nursing mothers, too, as well 
as mothers-to-be. 


It won't do to say, ''Here comes the 


sun." 
He gives the body power to 


use food, and he grows the food. It 
is up to us to make the contact.

were prohibitive. 


German War Intriguer 


I decided to return to Texas by a 


different route and visit Monterrey, 
the foremost industrial city in the 
republic. When I boarded the train at 
Monterry, after just a short visit, 1 
noticed a private car attached to the 
roar. Armed guards were stationed at 
the vestibules. I soon learned that the 
car was occupied by a celebrity. Gen. 
von Eckhardt, German ambassador to 
Mexico. You will recall that von Eck- 
hardt was the bird who tried lo induce 
Japan and Mexico to declare war on 
us while our armies were in France." 


With the war over, and the old Ger- 


man regime ousted, von 
Eckhardt 


found himself a man without a coun- 
try. He requested permission to sail 
from Vera Cruz to Spain. Washington 
promptly forbade that. Ho was order- 
ed to come through the United States 
and sail from New York. Our officials 
wanted lo question the 
gentleman 


about his nefarious and enterprising 
activities.

German's countenance registered 
a look of surprise that was comical to 
behold. They carried on an animated 
conversation for several minutes. The 
incident struck me as being strange 
at the time; but not until two years 
ago, when I read an article in Liberty 
about Nunhoefer, by Sidney Suther- 
land, was it explained to me. 


An American Spy 


According to Sutherland, Nunhoe- 


fer is a descendant of a German fam- 
ily that settled in Texas about 80 
years ago. He speaks German, Span- 
ish and ESnglish fluently. When we 
entered the World War, he became a 
secret service operator and was sent 
to Mexico City where he posed as a 
German-American slacker. By that
